Per applicant remark on page 7, paragraph 3, independent claims 7 and 9 have been amended to incorporated the patentable subject 
matter of claim 8 and are therefore patentable over the prior art. 
Examiner respectfully disagree with the remark. 

Final action page 9 recites that "Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims". Claim 8 depends on claims 6, 2 and 1, 
respectively. 

Nowhere in the final action states that separately rejected independent claims 7 and 9 would allowable if the allowable subject matter of 
claim 8 directly incorporated. Originally, claim 8 does not even depend on either claim 7 or 9. Thus, by incorporating the allowable subject 
matter of claim 8 into independent claims 7 and 9 raise new issues. 

It is noted that claim 8 is properly rewritten into a independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 1 and any intervening 
claims 2 and 6. 
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
